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PEANSY” APPEALS
TOITS EMPLOYE

Asks 146,000 Men to Remain
Loyal as Trainmen’s Strike
Occurs.

“EFFORTS TO INTIMIDATE,”
BROTHERHOOD HEAD SAYS

Asserts Statement of General Man-
ager Long Will Have No
Special Significance.

PHILADELTHIA, Pa., June 17.—Gen-
eral Manager 8. C. Long of the Penn-
svilvanla railroad today appealed to the
146,000 employes of the company's
lines east of Pittsburgh, asking for the
continuance of their loyalty and call-
ing for wvolunteers to malntaln the
service In the event of a trainmen’s
strike. The appeal reads:

“To the Employes of the Pennsylvanla
Railroad Company:

“Your attention Is called to the fact
that a conference which has heen In
sesslon Iin the clty of New York bhe-
tween the general managers of the
railroads of the United States and the
presidents of the four trainmen organ-
fzations has resulted in a disagreement.

“A strike ballot is belng taken by

: | tha train employes of the Pennsylvania

Rallroad Company.

“The total cessation of train move-
ment will result in stopping work In
all departments, with consequent loss
of earnings to all employes.

Believes Men Will Be Loyal.

‘We do not belleve the contemplated
strike will be indorsed by any of ow
loyal employes.

“This company employs 146,000 men.
Of this number, only 25,000 are in the
train service. It is mot reasonable to

expect that the wages of the remain-
ing 121,000 employes, not in the train
service, snall be jeopardized or stopped
by a strike of less than one-sixth of all
the employes.

“Shall these men, in deflance of right
and justice, be permitted to stop the
operation of the railroad and deprive it
of the ability to serve the public.

“S8hall they also be permitted to de-
prive others of the opportunity to earn
wages, producing suffering and dis-
tress not only among our employes and
their families, but the public as well?

“The management, under the law, is
required to operate the rallroad {n the
interest of the public, and If a strike
eventuatea it will be incumbent upon
all loyal employes to be faithful to
thelr duty and operate the railroad.

Asks Employes to Be Loyal.

“For seventy years this company has
served the publlec Many of its men
have served the company from twenty-
five to forty years or more, and are
still {n its employment. Shall they be
thrown out of work and bs deprived of
a livellhood by reason of a2 wage con-
troversy among trainmen not connected
with their departments. E

“If this strike of tralnmen is carried
on our company will require engineers,
firemen, conductors, passenger and
freight brakemen. The management
calls the attention of all faithful em-
ployes to the necessity that may arise
Lo meet such emergency.

“Those of you who feel and belleve
with the management that the traffic
of the company must move, regardleas
of any wage controversy, and who are
willing to volunteer their services to
assist the company in doing its duty to
the publie, to the stockholders and to
loyal and faithful employes, will send
their names to their Immediats supe-
rior officer, stating for what service
they volunteer.

"“The management gives assurance to
those who may volunteer, and whoss
services are accepted, that they will be
retained in the positions assigned them
and recelve the same protection that has
always been afforded during crises of
this nature.”

“Intimidation,” Says Garretson.

NEW YORK, June 17.—“The state-
ment I8 an effort to intimidate the
men,” gald A B. Garretson, president
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Con-
ductors, when Informed here today of
the Pennsylvania rallroad's appeal to

its employes. “It will fail of {ts pur-
pose, The rallroads have resorted to
such tactics before, but never ao open-
ly. Heretofore they have sought to ac-
complish the same end {n secrecy.

“The statement, In my mind, has no
especial significance, and does not alter
the situation, which, as has already
been pointed out, is not hopeless. Thers
is no danger of a general strike unless
the railroads refuse to negotiate with
us after the strike vote ia taken. It
must be rememhbered that the atrike
vote has yet to be taken."

Makes Another Statement.

vater in the day Mr. Garretson ls-
sued another statement dlscussing the
appeal, In which he said:

“The circular Ilssued by the Penn-
sylvania road to Ita 146,000 employes
is by no means & new method of at-
tempting to Intimidate and coerce the
employes of that line. Instead of the
action of the 25000 organized men in
train and engine sgservice upon that
property being inimical to the remain-
der of the employes, the true fact is
that within the last ten years the het-
terment in wage demanded by those
organized classes on the Pennsylvania
road has, In each instance, compelled
the company to increase the wages of
the other classes, although, to their
own discredit, in far less degree than
to the men in the train and engine de-
partment,

“The assumption that the movement
af trains is threatened im utterly un-
warranted, because the officers of the
Pennsylvania companies, as all the
other railways in the country, are
perfectly aware that ther {8 no legit-
imate ground for saying that gsuch
service (s to be interrupted until after
two-thirds of the men in employ in the
traneportalon department have deliver-
ed their vote.”

CAPT. TAUSCHER'S TRIAL DATE.

June 17.—The trial of
Capt. Hans Tauzcher, hushand of Mme.

INSOUTH AMERICA

The Star Joins With Twelve
Other Newspapers Sending
Envoy to Open Bureau.

MAN OF EXPERIENCE IN
THAT FIELD SAILS TODAY

George A. March Leaving for Buenos
Aires to Emphasize Feeling of
Sympathy in This Country. .

For the first time In American news-
paper history thirteen great daily news-
papers have combined in an enterprise
to promote business between North and
South America. George A. March will
sail today on the Lamport & Holt
steamship Vasar! for Buenos Alres, Ar-
gentina, where he will represent this
important syndicate, of which The Star
is a member.

With slx other newspapers, The Star
a year ago joined In sending Mr. March
te South Amerlca to make a prelimi-
nary survey. This turned out so well
that other newspapers were taken Into
the syndlcate. Mr. March goes back as
the director of the South American bu-
reau of an organization of publications,
of which the following is 'a complete
list:

New York Evening Post, Minneapolls
Journal, Baltimore Bun, St. Louis Globe-
Democrat, Cleveland Plain Dealer, Buf-
falo FEvening News, Boston Globe,
Washington Evening 8Star, Chicago
Tribune, Chicago Dally News, Philadel-
phia Record, Pittsburgh Post, New
York Tribune.

Much Work to Be Done.

Mr. March has collected, during his
return visit to the United States, a mass
of data concerning actual business con-
ditlons. He is prepared to present the
facts and to give expression to the feel-
ing of eympathy which has sprung up
between the United States and the va-
rious South American republica. ‘The
newspapers he represents do not dis-
guise the advertising nature of the
propaganda, and thelr concerted esffort
comes only after careful Investigation.
The co-operating newspapers under-
stand that the matter of trade devel-
opment {8 not a question of a day or a
vear, but that there is a great deal of
work to be done, and they have gons
into the matter with due consideration
of the expense It entalls, as well as the
time which it requires. In selecting
Mr. March the newspapers in the syn-
dicate were governed by the need of a
man possessing tact, knowledge and
ability to manage the considerable in-
vestment involved In the conduct of &
South American bureau.

Emphasizes Its Importance.

Mr. March s In an enthusiastic frame
of mind regarding the undertaking. He
said:

“The importance of this movement
cannot be galnsald. Now that a very
egincere sympathy is springing up be-
tween the United States and the warl-

ous South American republics, the
newspapers which form the syndicate
feel that no effort should be spared
that will #ssist in the betterment of
commercial relations between the two
continents.

“There is no dlsguising the fact that
business men in the United States de-
e to obtain & market in South Ameri-
ca for their manufactures, and are anx-
ious and willing to meet South Ameri-
cah buyers on the same terms which
they have previously enjoyed from Eu-
rope. On the other hand, the South
American republics are anxious that
North American capitalists and invest-
ors should realize the vast possibilities
which exist for the investment of capi-
tal in the further development of their
countries, and any movement which a=-
sists toward this end will be welcomed
by them.”

On a matter that might seem to some
to be insignificant Mr. March placed
unusual emphasis. He urged that par-
ticular attention be given to the plac-
ing of sufficient postage on letters to
South America. As an illustration, he
told how, because of the publicity re.
cently gliven his work in South Amer-
ica, he recelved by the mail which ar-
rived in Buenos Alres, the week before
he left for New York, nearly 200 let-
ters from the United States. All were
inquiries with regard to the various
conditions and business possibilities in
the South American republics. No less
than ninety of these letters bore a two-
cent stamp, and he had to pay a sur-
charge on eac hone of them of 30 cen-
tavos, 12 cents American money. Mr.
March feels that when this is brought
home to American busineass men they
will avoid this irritation of prospective
customers, He said:

Postal Requirements.

*] wish that you would impress upon
merchants, exporters and others who
desire to secure business connections in
South Amerfca, the absolute importance
of seeing that their letters are properly
stamped with a five-cent stamp, and
more, If they ars overwelght. Nothing
is mo irritating to the recipient of thess
letters as to be called upon by the local
postal authorities to pay two or three
times what the correct postage would
have coat in the United States. On my
arrival in this country a few weaks ago,
1 called on the Chamber of Commerce
of the United States, in Washington,
and was promised that some means
would be found to bring_ the matter to
the special attention of those who Bend
letters to South America.”

Firms anxious to obtain business con-
nections in the Argentine, Chile, Brazil,
etc., are invited to write to Mr. March,
at the general offices of the newspapers
In the syndicate, Lavalle 341, Buenos
Afres, Argentina, and information will
be gladly furnished. Representatives
traveling to the Argentine and bring-
ing letters of introduction through the
newspapers mentioned will be welcomed
and given every assistance. Coples of
all of the newspapers are kept on file.
